To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  37th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1970. 

There  was  a further  increase  of  390  in  the  population  to  38,770.  The  natural  in- 
crease in  population,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  fell  from  147  last  year  to  100. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  fell  by  1%  from  last  year's  figure  of  9%.  This 
is  the  first  fall  since  the  rate  began  to  rise  in  1966  and  is  double  tiiat  of  1961 . The 
change  in  the  birth,  stillbirth  and  death  rates  was  minimal,  but  the  deaths  of  in- 
fants under  one  year  of  age  fell  from  13  last  year  to  10.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  16  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Urban  District  as  compared  with 
18  for  England  and  Wales.  60%  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  defects  or 
took  place  within  24  hours  of  birth.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  1970. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  Urban  District  compare  favourably  with  those  for  the 
country  as  a whole,  there  being  a higher  birth  rate  and  a lower  infant  mortality 
and  early  neo  natal  mortality  in  Camborne-Redruth.  The  stillbirth  rate  and  general 
death  rate  of  the  Urban  District  are  slightly  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

As  regards  the  personal  health  services  provided  for  this  Community  it  is  pleasing 
to  record  an  increase  in  the  use  of  the  educational  ante  natal  classes,  but  disappoint- 
ing to  record  a fall  in  the  number  of  women  attending  the  cytology  clinics.  Efforts 
will  need  to  be  made  to  increase  the  use  being  made  of  this  service  by  the  age  and 
social  groups  of  women  most  vulnerable  to  cancer  of  the  womb.  The  wish  of 
mothers  to  have  their  babies  in  hospital  continues  to  grow,  consequently  home 
births  have  declined  to  the  low  figure  of  7%.  In  the  autumn  it  was  fortuitous  that 
the  use  of  the  mass  x-ray  unit  had  declined  in  another  area  in  Cornwall  so  that  time 
became  available  for  the  re-commencement  of  this  service  in  Camborne-Redruth.  To 
date  reasonable  use  has  been  made  of  it,  but  in  order  to  keep  this  service  the  public 
must  use  it.  With  a further  leap  in  the  number  of  cases  of  lung  cancer  occurring 
nationally  due  to  tobacco  smoking,  it  is  only  prudent  that  all  smokers  should  take 
the  trouble  to  use  this  easily  available  service  which  can  pick  up  the  disease  in  it's 
early  stages  and  so  avoid  the  misery,  agony  and  disruption  of  a family  whose  bread- 
winner or  his  spouse  has  to  endure  an  unpleasant,  self-inflicted  death  in  the  prime 
of  life. 

Food  Hygiene  is  an  important  element  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  Mr.  Baxter's  note  on  page  44  underlines  that  the  public  is  becoming  more  aware 
of  the  problem.  With  the  annual  figures  for  food  poisoning  illness  needing  medical 
attention  declining,  it  must  be  stressed  that  over  90%  of  tummy  upsets,  amounting 
only  to  a few  vague  stomach  pains,  are  probably  due  to  germs  on  food  consumed

some  hours  previously.  These  minor  discomforts  are  due  to  faulty  storage  and  pre- 
paration of  food  either  in  the  retail  shop  or  in  the  home.  Proper  food  hygiene  in- 
volves each  one  of  us  in  the  community  each  day  of  the  week  and  cannot  be  com- 
pletely successful  unless  the  public,  food  traders,  and  health  department  all  play 
their  inter-related  and  dependant  parts  conscientiously.  Co-operation  between  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  Food  Traders  in  the  Urban  District  is  excellent  and 
both  have  the  same  aims.  Both  are  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  fresh  and  safe  food; 
wish  to  maintain  and  improve  the  standard  of  food  hygiene;  and  welcome  inform- 
ation from  customers  about  food  which  may  or  has  caused  illness  in  the  family. 

In  presenting  this  Annual  Report  for  your  District,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  for 
the  support  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees,  Members  of  the  Committees, 
Officers  of  the  Council,  and  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  Health  Area  Office.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1970. 

There  was  far  less  loss  of  time  in  the  Department  due  to  sickness  than  in  previous 
years  and  the  time  available  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  work  carried  out  in  con- 
nection with  food  hygiene.  I feel  certain  that  this  work  has  resulted  in  considerably 
improved  conditions,  although  much  remains  to  be  done.  As  a result  of  a report  to 
the  Council,  the  attention  of  the  appropriate  Ministry  was  drawn  to  the  unsatis- 
factory type  of  coding  used  by  the  manufacturers  of  food  stuffs.  Unfortunately 
these  codes  are  unintelligible  to  the  average  shopkeeper.  Our  efforts  in  this  respect 
have  been  unsuccessful  so  far. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  651  properties  had  been  connected  to  the  newly  con- 
structed sewers  in  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner  Ward  by  the  end  of  1970. 

I am  indebted  to  the  following  Officers  for  information  and  data  which  have  been 
included  under  the  section  "Housing"  in  the  report:  Mr.  D.  H.  Phillips,  M.I.Mun.E., 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  Mr.  J.  Lenten,  Housing  Manager  to  the 
Council.

One  quarter  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  time  is  devoted  to  the  Personal 
Health  Services  which  are  the  function  of  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of 
the  Cornwall  County  Council.  This  Committee  deals  with  the  work  of  the  County 
Council  in  the  Urban  District,  and  also  in  the  Borough  of  Heiston  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Kerrier. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  Dr.  Barrow,  Director,  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  for  examination.  Examin- 
ation of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  food  products  for  cleanliness  ensure  they  are 
free  from  bacteriological  and  other  sources  of  infection.  The  following  samples 
were  sent  during  1970:

(c)  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  and  (Amendment)  Act  1951  - Section  47 
Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  17  old  persons,  12  females  and  5 males  who 
were  living  alone  and  needing  assistance. 

All  persons  were  supervised  in  their  homes  by  the  Nursing  Staff  and  supported  by 
the  Home  Help  Service,  Meals  on  Wheels,  relatives  and  neighbours. 

(d)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  following  quantities  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  Controlled  Tip 
during  the  year. 

Household  and  Trade  Refuse  89,755  cu.  yds. 

General  rubbish  and  highway  sweepings  36,760  cu.  yds. 

TOTAL  126,515  cu.  yds. 

These  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  1969  totals  of  an  additional  2,200  cu.  yds. 
of  household  and  trade  refuse  and  4,600  cu.  yds.  of  general  rubbish  and  highway 
sweepings.  The  trend  of  increase  continues  although  not  quite  so  sharply  as  between 
1968  and  1969.  The  plat  outside  the  Council's  tip,  which  is  available  twenty-four 
hours  a day  and  seven  days  a week,  is  proving  most  valuable  and  must  be  obviating 
considerable  spoilage  of  waste  land  by  indiscriminate  tipping.  Unfortunately,  road- 
side tipping  still  continues  and  the  Council  are  determined  to  prosecute  offenders 
where  sufficient  information  can  be  obtained  for  a successful  prosecution. 

The  use  of  bulk  refuse  containers  for  refuse  continues  to  be  well  supported  and 
during  the  year  140  such  bins  were  on  hire  showing  an  increase  of  29  bins.  The 
number  of  emptyings  weekly  were  354  showing  an  increase  of  77  over  the  previous 
year. 

During  the  year  large  container  bins  continued  to  be  used  in  various  parts  of  the 
area  for  the  deposit  of  excess  domestic  and  garden  refuse. 

(e)  Rodent  Control 
Sewer  Infestations 

The  treatment  of  sewers  for  rat  infestation  was  carried  out  by  test  baiting  in  the 
Spring  followed  by  a maintenance  treatment  with  a further  maintenance  treatment

Cesspool  and  Gully  Emptyings 

669  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year.  2,907  gullies  in  the  urban  district  were 
cleansed  during  the  year.  The  reduction  in  gullies  was  a result  of  the  Highways  De- 
partment dealing  with  gullies  on  urban  district  roads  and  as  a result  of  the  use  of 
an  outside  Contractor  to  help  with  the  cleaning  of  cesspools  was  considerably  re- 
stricted. 

13,796  gullies  were  cleansed  on  roads  maintained  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 
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(f)  Camborne  Urban  District  Welfare  Committee 

This  Committee,  formed  by  members  of  voluntary  and  church  organisations  in  the 
District  and  members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  co-ordinate  the  activities  of 
the  member  organisations.  Projects  provided  were  books  for  housebound  persons, 
home  visits  of  the  elderly,  transport  to  hospital  for  relatives,  gifts  and  Christmas 
parcels  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 

(g)  Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  a function  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  under  Section 
179  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Section  28 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Posters  and  leaflets  were  displayed  in  clinics,  doctors'  surgeries  and  on  Council 
notice  boards. 

The  programme  of  talks  for  mothers  and  parents  continued  in  the  clinics  through- 
out the  year. 

The  Redruth  Health  Club  has  a membership  of  26,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
15,  meeting  weekly  for  discussion,  talks  or  films  on  all  aspects  of  health,  both 
mental  and  physical  from  the  ante-natal  period  to  adulthood. 

Subjects  have  included:  Place  of  Logic  in  a Woman's  world,  Child  Guidance, 

Coping  with  a large  Family,  Gynaecology,  Floral  Art,  Judo,  The  Unsupported 
mother,  Occupational  Therapy,  Women  in  Prison,  Permissive  Society,  Probation, 

The  Samaritans,  General  Medical  Practice,  the  Ideal  patient,  Debate  - Should  young 
mothers  go  out  to  Work,  Talent  spotting. 

The  Camborne  Health  Club  has  a membership  of  22  with  an  average  attendance 
of  19,  meeting  once  a month. 

Talks  have  included:  My  Ideal  Woman,  Young  Children,  Work  and  Place  in  Team, 
Milk  Marketing  Board,  Orthoptic  Work,  Skin  Treatment,  A Cookery  Demonstration, 
Slides  on  Bath  and  District  Houses,  Visit  to  Godolphin  Manor.

Background  reports 
of  home  and  social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and  advance 
requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help,  or  supervisory  visits  which  the 
patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

3.  Mental  Health  & Welfare  Social  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  six  Welfare 
Officers  and  four  Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  Area  2.  The  Family  Welfare 
Worker  devotes  her  time  to  problem  families.

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1960,  the  same  Officers  provide  for  admission  to 
hospital  of  all  mentally  ill  patients,  and  mentally  sub-normal  persons,  and  their 
subsequent  after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the  community.

Prevention  of  Brucellosis 

There  are  15  Retail  Producers  in  the  Urban  District,  5 of  which  are  Accredited  Herds 
under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Eradication  Scheme.  The 
Sampling  Officer  took  106  Bulk  Milk  Samples  from  these  Producers.  All  the  ani- 
mals in  two  herds  were  individually  sampled  because  of  a positive  Ring  Test  on 
bulk  sampling. 

One  infected  animals  in  each  herd  was  excluded  from  the  herd  and  routine  bulk 
sampling  continued  throughout  the  year  without  evidence  of  spread  of  infection.

It  will  be  noted  that  incidents  of  tuberculosis  in  beef  cattle  have  again  risen,  but 
the  incidents  in  cows  have  fallen  by  nearly  1%.  The  Reactors  in  West  Cornwall  con- 
tinued to  be  slaughtered  within  the  urban  area.  The  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  area  has  continued  to  fall,  but  during  the  past  year  the  fall  has 
been  reduced  to  2,000.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  over  2,000  more  pigs  were 
slaughtered  in  1970  than  in  1969.  The  reductions  are  accountable  for  the  fall  in 
kill  of  calves  and  sheep.  One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  continues  to  be 
maintained. 

(d)  Other  Foods

(f)  Food  Premises  Hygiene 

During  1970,  877  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  in  connection  with  matters 
concerning  hygiene.  This  is  nearly  three  times  as  many  visits  as  were  paid  in  the 
previous  year  and  is  about  the  number  which  should  be  made  year  by  year. 

Regular  swabs  of  surfaces,  utensils  and  furnishing  were  taken  at  premises  through- 
out the  area  and  978  such  swabs  were  analysed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Truro.  Since  taking  regular  swabs  we  have  persuaded  the  managements  of  these 
premises  to  use  detergent  sterilents  as  against  plain  detergents  for  cleaning  purposes 
and  the  bacteriological  standard  of  shops  has  improved  immensely. 

(g)  Unsatisfactory  Food 

During  the  year  under  review,  twenty-six  items  of  food  were  brought  to  the  office 
by  the  public,  either  to  question  their  fitness  for  human  consumption  or  because 
of  foreign  bodies  in  them.  This  is  a big  increase  over  previous  years  and,  I think, 
shows  the  awareness  of  the  public  to  food  hygiene  and  public  health  in  general. 

All  the  cases  were  thoroughly  investigaged  and  this  frequently  meant  going  back 
to  the  place  of  production,  where  the  Public  Health  staffs  in  the  areas  concerned 
were  asked  to  co-operate  in  the  general  investigation.  The  main  troubles  appeared 
to  occur  either  during  distribution  or  because  of  bad  stock  rotation  in  the  individual 
retail  premises.  Various  improvements  were  made  as  a result  of  the  investigations 
carried  out  during  the  year.  One  case  of  foreign  matter  in  food  was  taken  before 
the  Magistrates  Court  and  a fine  of  £50  with  £10  costs  was  the  result  of  this  success- 
ful case  taken  in  connection  with  glass  in  a "Nelson  Square". 

In  view  of  the  cases  reported  above,  my  Council  felt  that  the  practice  of  using 
codes  by  manufacturers  to  show  date  of  manufacture  was  unsatisfactory.  Almost 
without  exception  manufacturers  use  codes  which  are  unintelligible  to  anyone  who 
has  no  access  to  the  key  of  the  code;  practically  every  manufacturer  uses  a different 
code.  The  shopkeeper  is  placed  in  an  almost  impossible  position  as  far  as  stock 
rotation  is  concerned,  and  knowing  when  a particular  food  has  run  its  normal  shelf 
life.  We  have  advised  shopkeepers  to  code  all  items  upon  delivery,  but  in  the  small 
man  and  wife  business  this  is  a task  which  is  often  beyond  them.  My  Council  felt 
strongly  enough  concerning  this  matter  to  write  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  stressing  the  importance  of  legible  and  readily  understandable 
codes.  To  date  we  have  been  unsuccessful  in  our  efforts  to  obtain  something  which, 
in  my  opinion,  is  a must  as  far  as  the  food  industry  is  concerned. 
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SECTION  F 


GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  turning  of  the  year  saw  two  episodes  which  were  liable  to  have  some  effect 
on  the  health  and  well-being  of  old  persons  — the  electricity  strike  in  December 
and,  following  it's  resolution,  a period  of  very  cold  weather.  Plans  were  made  for 
portable  heating  and  an  extension  to  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service.  In  the  event 
a greater  demand  for  Meals  on  Wheels  did  not  arise,  but  during  the  cold  weather 
5 cases  of  Hypothermia  in  old  persons  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Two  of  these  cases  needed  hospital  treatment  and  the  remainder  res- 
ponded to  home  supervision  and  extra  heating.  During  the  cold  weather  one  person 
steadfastly  refused  to  use  the  modern  heating  arrangements  in  her  Old  Persons 
Bungalow  because  she  had  insufficient  money  to  meet  fuel  bills.  It  is  an  indict- 
ment of  present  day  society  when  old  folks  feel  they  have  to  restrict  the  use  of 
modern  heating  arrangements  or  simply  not  use  them  for  fear  of  running  up  high 
fuel  bills  which  they  cannot  meet  in  cold  winter  months  from  a meagre  pension. 
This  state  of  affairs  is  beginning  to  be  apparent  and  if  it  is  not  to  increase,  the  rent 
of  modern  Old  Persons  Bungalows  built  to  the  Parker  Morris  standard  must  include 
the  cost  of  adequate  heating  for  the  house. 

Adverse  weather  conditions  prevailed  throughout  1970.  The  summer  was  sunless, 
the  autumn  wet  and  a severe  cold  spell  occurred  at  Christmas.  Measles  was  the 
most  prevalent  infectious  disease  lasting  from  April  to  July. 

Measles 

Immunisation  against  this  disease  commenced  in  February,  1968  and  one  year 
later  a shortage  of  vaccine  delayed  the  programme  of  protection  for  primary 
school  children  until  the  beginning  of  1970.  The  two  year  cycle  of  this  disease  was 
expected  in  1969  and  the  small  number  of  children  protected  could  not  prevent 
an  epidemic.  However,  only  73  cases  of  measles  occurred  in  1969  and  this  year 
the  epidemic  involved  457  children.  It  commenced  in  March  reaching  a peak  in 
June  and  ceased  in  September.  Most  cases  occurred  in  the  age  group  6/10  years 
and  50%  of  the  cases  occurred  in  pre-school  children.  These  characteristics  are 
similar  to  the  ones  recorded  in  previous  epidemics  during  the  1960's.  It  is  not 
likely  that  sufficient  children  will  be  protected  before  1973  in  order  to  influence 
the  previous  two  year  cycle  of  epidemics. 

Salmonella 

In  August  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified.  No  bacterial  cause  was  found 
for  this  illness. 

At  the  end  of  September  a person  working  with  poultry  known  to  be  infected 
with  Salmonella  Angona  had  a shorp  febrile  illness  with  gastro-intestinal  symptoms. 
No  evidence  of  bacterial  or  viral  infection  could  be  demonstrated. 

A mother  and  her  3 year  old  child  had  nervous  and  gastro-intestinal  symptoms 
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after  eating  ice-lollies.  Laboratory  investigations  could  not  demonstrate  that  ice- 
lollies  from  the  same  source  were  responsible  for  this  sharp  illness. 

Virus  Infection 

E.  Coli  0125  was  isolated  from  two  children  in  hospital  when  routine  faeces  samples 
were  obtained.  Follow  up  faeces  samples  showed  this  carrier  state  to  be  transient. 

Three  children  were  investigated  in  hospital  for  viral  encephalitis.  One  adult  was 
notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease  one  month  later. 

Winter  Vomiting  was  prevalent  between  May  and  July  in  schools  in  the  Redruth 
Ward.  4 cases  occurred  in  Pool  County  Secondary  School  in  June  and  the  same 
number  in  East  End  Junior  School  in  April.  15  further  cases  occurred  in  East  End 
School  in  July.  Treleigh  School  was  infected  during  the  first  week  in  May  with  a 
viral  infection  which  mainly  showed  gastro-intestinal  symptoms,  but  in  a number 
of  children  sore  throats  were  a predominant  symptom.  145  out  of  200  children  on 
the  roll  had  mild  or  moderately  severe  symptoms  of  this  viral  infection.  Two 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  were  affected.  Simultaneously  two  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  occurred  in  the  school.  Investigation  of  7 cases  of  sore  throats  failed  to 
identify  a bacterial  cause.  A sample  of  school  meals  and  the  investigation  of  the 
catering  staff  showed  no  evidence  of  food  poisoning. 

Impetigo 

4 cases  of  Impetigo  occurred  in  one  school.  Spread  of  infection  was  restricted  as 
paper  towels  are  used  in  the  school  and  daily  screening  of  the  children  for  skin 
lesions  was  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse. 

Infective  Hepatitis 

One  mild  case  of  Infective  Hepatitis  occurred  in  a new  comer  into  an  Old  Persons 
Home  in  Camborne.  The  origin  of  the  infection  was  outside  the  Old  Persons  Home. 
No  further  case  occurred  in  the  Home. 

Scabies 

This  disease  was  prevalent  again  during  1970.  In  December,  1969,  checks  were 
carried  out  on  the  66  trainees  and  their  families  attending  the  Adult  Training 
Centre  in  Redruth  following  the  occurrence  of  a case  of  Scabies.  No  further  case 
occurred  in  this  community.  The  origin  of  the  infection  was  traced  to  a person 
who  had  the  disease  6 weeks  previously.  Six  families  were  investigated  and  treated 
for  Scabies  throughout  the  year.  One  family  consisting  of  9 persons  were  all 
suffering  from  the  disease  when  first  seen  by  the  G.P. 

Whooping  Cough 

The  case  of  Whooping  Cough  had  not  been  immunised. 
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Anthrax 


One  notice  declaring  and  defining  infected  places  was  received.  Anthrax  was  not 
confirmed. 

Smallpox 

Three  families  were  kept  under  surveillance  during  the  year. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

6 new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  throughout  the  year,  giving 
a case  incidence  of  0.15  per  1,000  population.
